Wife Takes Langer’s Place 
As Gubernatorial Candidate 


BISMACK, N. D., Aug. 1.—@)— 
A former New York society girl was 
today designated republican nominee 
for governor of North Dakota by a 
group of hardbitten farmers. 

Mrs. William A. Langer, wife of 
the man who was deposed as chief exe- 
cutive of the state two weeks ago, was 
named by the party's state centrat 
committee to make the gubernatorial 
race in November only a few minutes 
after her husband had resigned the 
nomination. 

She was designated a “vindication” 
candidatae to lead the Langer faction 
by a vote of 36 to 9. 

Mrs. Langer, a newcomer in. poli- 
tics, will head the ticket which her 
husband led to a smashing primary 
victory only two days before he was 
convicted and sentenced to 18 months 
imprisonment on a charge of con- 
spiracy to solicit political contribu- 
tions from federal relief workers. 

Langer resigned the nomination 
when it became apparent his right to 
make the race would be challenged on 
the ground that his sentencing for a 
federal felony had annulled his citizen- 
ship rights. Langer was removed 
from the governorship two weeks ago 
on the same issue by a decision of the 
state supreme court. Ole H. Olson.

Atlanta-Marietta Pav-

The state highway board Wednes- 
day issued a call for bids on 4$750,- 
000 worth of paving, grading and 
bridge work which will be let for 


contract on August 16. 

The projects include a number of 
important road jobs, one of which is 
the resurfacing of the Atlanta-Ma- 
rietta highway which recently was 
widened. The cost of this pessect is 
expected to be around $40,000. An- 
other project to be included is the 
grading of the eight-mile Georgia 
stret h of the ‘Tri-states highway 
which runs through the northeastern 
part of Rabun county and connects 
one of the most important North 
Carolina-South Carolina highways. 
This job is expected to cost around 
$85,000 and the cost will be divided 
between the state and the United 
States forestry department. 

The projects also include the first 
Fulton county project of the state’s 
$10,000.000 emergency road fund 
which is the widening and repaving 
of the College Park-Red Oak section 
of the Atlanta-Newnan road. This job 
will cost approximately $85,000. 

The other projects to be contracted 
for follow: 

Widening of bridges and culverts 
on the Thomasville-Camilla highway 
in Thomas and Mitchell counties.

Georgia Markets onOpen- 
ing Day Average 10 
Cents Pound Over Sum 
Paid in 1933. 


VALDOSTA, Ga., Aug. 1—(/)— 
Georgia Tobbacco growers placed their 
flue-cured leaf on sale at warehouses 
in 15 south Georgia cities today, and 
unofficial estimates showed a marked 
improvement in prices over last year. 

“The auctions in Georgia, the first 
to be held in the tobacco belt for the 


1934 crop, were marked by a decided 
interest in the allotment plan by 
which growers who raise more than 
their allotments must pay 25 per cent 
of the tobacco’s value in taxes. Geor- 
gia was allowed 41,000,000 pounds un- 
der AAA program. 

Because of the fact that President 
Roosevelt did not sign the allotment 
measure until June 28, however, those 
growers who harvested their crop be- 
fore this date are exempt from the 
provisions of the act. 

More than 500,000 pounds were or- 
dered for sale when the market at 
Tifton opened with first-row sales 
running from 12: to 40 cents per 
pound. An official estimate that the 
price was running 10 cents per pound 
better than last year was made by the 
Tifton Gazette. 

Much Interest Shown. 

On the Valdosta market, prices 
ranged from a few cents a pound to 
more than 3O cents for approximately 
400,000 pounds on the floors. il 
growers, spectators and businessmen 
showed a decided interest in the price

per pound. From 500,000 to 750,000 
pounds were estimated to be on the 
floor when the sale opened. 

Approximately 50.000 pounds were 
on the floors at Waycross with an 
unofficial average price being paid of 
about 20 cents per pound. 

Tobacco sales at Adel saw approx- 
imately 100,000 pounds offered with 
an unofficial price average estimate 

of 20 cents being paid on first trans- 
actions, 

At several of these markets one or 
more warehouses still were unopened, 
with much tobacco on hand for auc- 
tion. 

Georgia tobacco is sold in loose- 
leaf stacks, while in other markets 
it is graded and tied before being 
put up for auction. Buyers were 
here from the Carolinas, Kentucky 
and other sections to listen to the 
sing-song chants of the auctioneers 
and bid on the piles of tobacco de- 
posited on the warehouse floors by 
trucks which throughout last night 
into the markets from the 


Harvest Reduced. 

The harvest was reduced and some- 
what delayed by weather, and_ the 
opening day prices for tobacco, which 
is one of the state’s four “big money” 
crops, mounted for that reason. In 
Georgia the crop ranks below only 
cotton, corn and peanuts in the 
amount of revenue produced, 

At Tifton alone the markets last

HOLDS OFF DEAT 


Tremendous Vitality of 


86-Year-Old President 
Staves Off Grim Reaper 
But No Hope Is Held for 
His Recovery. 


NAZI CHIEF VISITS 
DYING WARRIOR 


Succession of Chancellor 
to Presidency Through 
Referendum Now Re- 
garded as Likely. 


(Copyright, 1964. by the Associated Press.) 
BERLIN, Aug. 1.—(Thursday)— 
The dying reichspresident, Paul Von 
Hindenburg, still was showing a pow- 
erful wil] to live early today as Chan- 
cellor Hitler, his probable successor, 
deliberated over Germany's future 
with members of his cabinet. 

The reichsministers were called to- 


gether at 10 o'clock last night, pos- 
sibly to discuss the reported plans of 
the chancellor to assume also the pres- 
idency if the office became vacant. 

Hours afterward no word had 
come from the field marshal’s estate 
and waited. Once during the early 
evening the venerable, 86-year-old 
idol of Geimany’s millions was re- 
ported in the death agony, but rallied. 
Attending physicians said he might 
live another day or moré. 

Hitler in Farewell Visit. 

The chancellor paid a farewell visit 
to the dying hero of Germany at hig 
East Prussian estate and hastened 
back to crass for the cabinet meet- 
ing, reporting’ that You Hindenvburs's 
condition was serious but that hit 
mind still funetioned perfectly. 

He said when he told the president 
that the entire nation hoped and prar- 
ed his condition might take a turn 
for the better that Von Hindenburg 
seized his hand warmly and shook it 
in grateful acknowledgement. Soon aft- 
erwards, said the chancellor, the pres- 
ident fell asleep. 

The chancellery and official news 
agencies declined to give details of the 
cabinet session. It was said to have 
lasted into the early morning hours. 

At 9:50 p. m., about an hour and 
a half after the startling report that 
the reichs president was in the death 
throes, his physician, Dr. Ferdinand 
Sauerbruch, telephoned from Neudeck 
that he was amazed at the president’s 
powers of resistance and said he might 
linger for some time. 

The news followed the revelation 
by a close friend of Chancellor Adolf 
Hitler that the latter planned in the 
event of Von Hindenburg’s death, te 
become both president and chancellor. 

Absolute Distatorship. 

This step, say political observers, 
would give Hitler a dictatorship as ab- 
solute as any in the world. 

The physicians’ bulletin announcing 
the growing weakness of the 86-year- 
old field marshal-general was issued 
at the end of a day during which at 
one time ‘he had shown improvement. 

The doctors earlier had reported 
that the remarkable vitality of the 
reichs president again had demonstrat- 
ed itself and had announced that bul- 
letin service was suspended. 

A short time later, howeveg, the 
four noted specialists at Neudeck is- 
sued this bulletin: 

“The reichspresident’s weakness is 
increasing. He jis gradually losing 
consciousness. His heart is slowing.” 

Hitler Visits. 

Hitler visited the reichspresident 
during the day in a hurried trip. 

With his immediate entourage the 
chancellor flew to Marienburg and 
then motored to Neudeck. He was 
with the president for an hour and a 
quarter. 

The chancellor took to Von Hinden- 
burg what the inspired press described

RAIL PENSION BOARD 


COMES INTO EXISTENCE 


Larger Carriers Plan Fight 
on Legality of Retire- 
ment Group. 


WASHINGTON. Aug. 1—(A)— 
Facing a fight by the larger railroads 
over constitutionality of the law creat- 
ing it, the railroad retirement board 
came into existence today to handle 
a nation-wide plan for pensioning rail- 
road workers. 

Headed by Murray Latimer, of New 
York, as the government’s representa- 
tive, the board opened headquarters in 
the office of Joseph B. Eastman, fed- 
eral co-ordinator of transportation. 
John T. Williamson, of Chicago, is 
the railroad representative on the 
board. Lee M. Eddy, of St. Louis, 
represents labor. 

The board is to administer a fund 
created by assessment of 2 per cent on 
the salaries of the employes, with the 
railroads supplying an additional 4 
per cent. 

The first pensions will be granted 
on February 1, next year, unless the 
courts interfere. 

The railroads are planning a bitter 
fight to prevent the law finally be- 
coming effective. A committee.com- 
posed of general counsel and vice pres- 
idents of the larger roads has been 
meeting in New York and Washington 
studying methods of attack on the 
statute.

Constitution Set Aside. 


Hitler’s succession to the presiden- 
cy, if carried out, would amount to 
setting aside the old constitutional 
provision naming the chief justice of 
the supreme court as temporary head 
of the reich in event of an emergency. 


It has been pointed out, however, 
that the present cabinet has power 
to “do almost anything,” including 
making major changes in basic pro4 
cedure. 

As Hitler often has stated, his move- 
ment rests for support upon the mass- 
es of the population, those who know 
his mind believe he will order a popu- 
lar election to put the stamp of ap- 
proval on any temporary appointment 
of himself as _ reichs president of 
‘“reichsfuehrer,” which the cabinet 
might make. 


As there would be no other can- 
didate in the election, Hitler would 
be certain to receive popular indorse- 
ment, 


Holding a popular election, Hitler's 
friends said, would remove the last 
possible objection the reichswehr (reg- 
ular army) might heve to his plans. 

Army Wants Legality. 

The army, staunch friend and hero- 
worshipper of Von Hindenburg, was 
stated by those holding this view to 
have stood always for strict lezality. 

A decree temporarily naming Hitler 
as president could be approved by the 
army because of its emergency nature. 

A popular election, following an 
emergency decree, would be a pro- 
ceduce strictly legal, say those who 
predict this action. and there would be 
no reason why the army should not 
obey and follow its new leader. 

AS a precautionary measure, mem- 
bers of the Schutz Staffel (special 
guard) and of Prussian Premier Goer- 
ing’s special police were placed on 
guard at all ministries. 

The Schutz Staffel men also were 
guarding every approach to Neudeck. 

Hitler, meanwhile, it was under- 
stood, followed the foreign press with 
the greatest interest in order to learn 
how other countries react to various 
suggestions for the successorship' to 
Von Hindenburg. 

Hitler has a way of improving at 
the last minute and making his final 
decision almost intuitively, those near 
him recalled. Thus foreign comment 
might conceivably at the last moment 
make him alter his plans. 

The alarming bulletin of tonight 
was the third of the day. The first, 
at 8:30 a. nyt. said: 

“The president had a quiet night. 
There is no fever, but his weakness 
increased.

ATHENS, Ga., Aug. 1.—(4)—The | 
Tennessee Valley Authority was de- 
scribed today as a possible indication 
of how the nation’s resources should 
he developed by Dr. H. A. Morgan, of 
Knoxville, Tenn. TVA director, who 
said the nation had no national plan- 
ning program until Roosevelt became 
president. 

Telling persons gathered here for | 
the annual farm and home week of | 
the University of Georgia College of 
Agriculture that the Tennessee valley 
area offers the best opportunity for ex- 
perimental work in national planning 
projects, Dr. Morgan stressed the im- 
portance of the area’s wealth in mar- 
ble, water power and other natural 
resources. 

The balancing of rural and urban 
populations will be one of the main 
objectives of the TVA, he added. 

Restore Plant Food. 

“We hope to restore and maintain 
plant food in the soil,” he said, “‘con- 
trol erosion, diffuse industry into 
rural areas, develop and conserve re- 
sources, reduce cultivate’ crops: and 
substitute non-cultivated crops.” 

The abandonment of a total of one 
million acres of farm lands in Geor- 
gia during the lecade between 1920 
and 1930 was ‘Slamed largely on poor 
land management by Professor G. D. 
Marckworth, of the university school 
of f- restry, who said forest areas in 


Speaking before the land utilization 
section of the conference, Professor 
Marckworth said that much land was 


placed in cultivation which, because 
of itg very nature, was doomed to fail- 
ure as crop production nnits. He 
said such land should have been left 
in timber. 

Two thousand feet of lumter for 
the repair and upkeep of his buildings 
are used each year by the average 
farmer, Professor Marchworth coutin- 
ued. He said the farmer is one of the 
largest users of forest products. 

Much Soil Lost. 

Loy A. Rast, director of the project, 
peinted out that “‘the effects of sheet 
erosion are continually concealed py 
tillage and cropping oper«tions.” Un- 
protected fields commonly lose from 
3) to 40 tons of soil an acre each 
year. 

To stop the washing away of top 
soil, engineers, agronomists and other 
workers are building terraces, putting 
dams in washes and planting thick- 

rowing plants. Dams are built of 
ogs and rocks, some even being made 
of poultry wire. One farmer even 
used old fence wire, throwing Ber- 
muda grass above it. Recent rains 
showed it to be satisfactory. 

Methods used on the farms are sim- 
ple and inexpensive, in order to allow 
Georgia farmers to carry out the con- 
trol themselves, once they are given 
a information, officials 
said.

A plan for the re-distribution and | 
scaling down of farm debts which, if | 
adopted, should release between five | —eeee, 
and six million dollars in Georgia this |

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THE OKADA STATEMENT. 


The frank statement of Keisuke 
Okada, new premier of Japan, that 
his government doesnot expect 
“Great Britain and the United States 
to reduce their naval armaments to 
the size of those of Japan,” and his 
advocacy of sweeping arms reduc- 
tions for all nations in order that 
tax burdens may be lightened, Is 
both surprising and encouraging. 

Premier Okada is a retired ad- 
miral; with a distinguished record of 
vigorous and progressive service, 
and it was feared that as premier he 
might take a more radical attitude 
than his prédecessor, Premier Saito, 
towards the demands by the mili- 
taristic factions in Japan. 

That he has not assumed such arf 
attitude demonstrates the definite 
loss of influence sustained by the 
militarists during the past few 
months, A year ago while the coun- 
try was still in the grip of the war 
spirit aroused by the Shanghai and 
Jehol fighting, Minister of War 
Araki, the leader of the military fac- 
tion, was by far the most important 
governmental figure in Japan. Now 
Araki, retired, is never heard from 
and there has arisen no other leader 
able to recoup the influence lost by 
the militarists. 

That Japan is determined to have 
a navy sufficient to protect not 
only her own territory but that of 
the new state of Manchukuo and the 
mandated islands in the Pacific, is 
evident, but beyond that the defi- 
nite trend not only with the gov- 
ernment but with the people them- 
selves is toward a program that will 
insure friendly relations with every 
other nation in the world. 

Especially has every effort pos- 
sible been made during the past six 
months to increase the cordiality of 
the relations with the United States. 
The Saito government, even at the 
grave risk of creating public resent- 
ment among the Japanese public, 
made numerous overtures to Wash- 
ington, which, although they have 
not resulted in any concrete steps 
being taken, have undoubtedly re-

NO RETURN OF THE LASH. 
There has crept into the race for 
prison commission an issue which, 
from both moral and legal stand- 
points, should not have been in- 
jected into the contest. 
Opposition to Commissioner Viv- 
ian L. Stanley, who has for many 
years been one of the ablest and 
most conscientious members of the 
prison board, contends that he has 
not advocated the restoration of the 
lash in the administration of the 
penal system in Georgia. 

The Constitution takes no part as 
between candidates for this posi- 
tion, but in the matter of so vital 
a humanitarian principle as the use 
of the lash, it joins in the protest 
being voiced by the press of the 
state at the mere suggestion of the 
use of the lash in administering 
punishment to convicts. 

To restore the lash in Georgia 
would not only be a backward step 
that would cast reflection upon the 
good name of the state, and arouse 
wide criticism, but would be in vio- 
lation of the constitution of the 
state. 

Article one, section one, para- 
graph seven of the constitution 
says: ‘Neither banishment beyond 
the limits of the state nor whip- 
ping as a punishment for crime 
shall be allowed.” 

Under the constitution the lash 
could not be reinstated, and it is 
evident that the question has been 
injected into the prison board con- 
test solely for political effect, and 


whipping of convicts can be author- 
ized in Georgia. 

Even so, the state is again being 
laid subject to the criticism of its 
penal system from which it has suf- 
fered in the past, and there should 
be no further attempt to use the 
return of the lash as an issue in 
the contest against Commissioner 
Stanley. 

During the membership of Mr. 
Stanley on the board, prison con- 
ditions in Georgia have been revo- 
lutionized, included among the re- 
forms being the barring of the lash, 
a step which received his earnest 
support. It is neither fair nor 
sportsmanlike for opponents to at- 
tempt to pillory him now for up- 
holding a constitutional mandate 
which has eliminated an inhuman

| HEALTH TALKS |

THERE ARE SEVERAL WAYS TO 
BURN FAT. 

Everyone knows that oil or fat is 
better fuel than starch or sugar or 
lean meat. Chemical analysis proves 
mes fat has 2 1-4 times as much fuel 
value, 
we get from sugar or starch or pro- 
tein (say the white of egg). Thus a 
teaspoonful of sugar or starch is 
counted good for 30 calories, but an 
equal weight of oil or fat is credited 
with 6S calories, in computing the 
value of a diet, Fat is more nourish- 
ing than either carbohydrate (sugar 
or starch) or protein (egg white. lean 
meat, milk curd, gluten). Carbohy- 
drate and protein have exactly the 
Same fuel or caloric value, around 
1,800 calories in the pound, compared 
with 4,200 calories in the pound of 
fat, such as lard or tallow. Butter 
yields 3.600 calories in the pound, or 
80 calories for a ball about one-third 
of an ounce, as butter contains 11 
per cent of water. That isn't much 
water compared with milk, which is 
S87 per cent water and choice lean beef 
which is from 50 to 75 per cent water. 

The body of a man weighing 150 
pounds consists of nearly 90 pounds of 
water and a dozen elements. All told 
the body contains from 18 to 25 
pounds of fat. 

When an excess of fat has accumu- 
lated, it may be burned off in any of 
a number of ways. 

Unfortunately it can’t be baked, 
boiled or stewed out of the body by 
any kind of bath or heat treatment. 
Fat persons who harbor the notion 
that it can be’sweated out are just a 
bit too fat in the head. 

Normally or naturally surplus fat 
is burned off or rather it is burned 


|as fast as it accumulates by the daily 


work, play or exercise one takes. 
Speaking of work, play or exercise, re- 
member that daily walking is the best 
of all exercises. 

There are four ways to burn off 
and get rid of adiposity. First, exer- 
cise, hard work, active play. Second, 
restriction of the intake of food, chief- 
ly of carbohydrate food; when the 
daily intake falls below the require- 
ments of the body the store of fat 


is drawn on and used, burned to fur- 
nish the energy required. Third, by 
thyroid feeding, a method of treat- 
ment safely employed only by, a physi- 
cian. Fourth, by dinitrophenol treat- 
ment. another method which is safely 
used only under the care of a physi- 
cian. 

A fundamental fact which every 
oversize (it is the size, not the weight, 
that matters) person must grasp is 
that once an excess of adipose has 
accumulated, it can be removed only 
by combustion, oxidation, burning, and 
there are only four ways to burn 
it, as mentioned in the preceding 
paragraph.

News Behind the News 


BY PAUL MALLON. 


EUROPE WASHINGTON, Aug. 1.—The best American, author- 
ity (bar none) on the hell-roaring internal politics of 
present-day Europe returned here a few days ago. 

His inside tale was told to officials at the state department, 
who have been as mystified as anyone else by Europe’s swift re- 
turn to the middle ages. His name cannot be repeated. His views 
are so tart they would cause widespread international diplomatic 
colic. 

There is no reason, however, why his story should not be told 
as the most authoritative picture story of Europe from the inside 


now available. 

WAR It is his view that there are no secure governments in 
Europe today except those of Italy and Russia. Conse- 

quently, he believes the troubles of Europe have only started. 

A man would be foolish to say definitely what can and what 
cannot happen. The underlying situation has such explosive pos- 
sibilities that impossible things can and have happened. But, if 
anything is certain, it is that there will be no war, no nation pitted 
in pitched battles against another nation. There will probably be 
everything except war—invasions, more revolutions, sporadic fight- 


ing. 


The reason there can be no war is that no governments (ex- 
cepting Italy and Russia) are sufficiently popular to put troops into 
the field. Even England is included in that category. He actually 
doubts that the British could get their troops to cross the channel 
and invade Germany. 

He would not be surprised to see internal trouble in England 
before the next winter is over. 


FRANCE The French government is so insecure that no one 
can find out what is holding it up. 

The only reason it stands is that the opposition has no out- 
standing popular leader. A man with the appeal of Mussolini could 
start a revolutionary movement in France that would sweep the 
country overnight. (Understand that this is a conservative man 
speaking who has never spoken so strongly before, on or off the 
record.) 

Unquestionably, France is facing disorders. Large numbers of 
her people have not regained confidence in their form of govern- 
ment since the Stavisky scandal expose, and all its ramifications. 


HITLER Austria is being run by Italy, France and Great Brit- 

; ain, mainly Italy. These nations are using the Doll- 
fuss assassination as an excuse to stamp out the nazi movement 
in Austria finally and forever. 

That is why Hitler’s peace offering of Von Papen as ambassa- 
dor was not accepted at first in Vienna. The big three nations be- 
hind Austria wanted to wring a public promise out of Hitler that 
he would stay out of Austria. 

Hitler had nothing directly to do with the Dollfuss murder. He 
could not have been such a fool. He promised Mussolini to stay 
out of Austria and apparently intended to keep his promise, for 
the present, at least. 

But his nazi agitators in Austria kept up a bombardment of in- 
cendiary propaganda against Dollfuss. It finally became so hot that 
nazi fanatics went out and murdered the vest-pocket dictator. 

Any sober nazi official would have known that such a step would 
ruin whatever chance Hitler had for ultimate success in Austria. 


DILLINGER The D. of J. is so tight-lipped about the inside of 
the Dillinger case that virtually none of the of- 
ficials there has been able to find out exactly how the job was done. 
The bureau of investigation is only mildly afraid of retribution 
from remaining Dillinger gangsters against federal tipsters and 
agents. What the feds are more afraid of is criticism for having 
cured the Dillinger disease with Dillinger medicine. They were not 
sure how the country would take such a strong dose. 

It will be all right with them if everyone proceeds to forget 
about the matter now. 

LOTION Good politicians are hard to find. There is none better 

in the personal contact phase of the business than 
Uncle Dan Roper, the commerce secretary—that is, none better 
Outside the White House. 

A young news reporter tried.to get in to see Mr. Roper a few 
days ago. He sat outside waiting all of one day. His temper 
mounted by the hour. At the end of the day, he was barely able 
to control himself when he was told to come back the next day. 
However, he did, sitting through the whole morning of the second 
day and well into the afternoon, before the door to the inner office 
opened. By that time, he was boiling. 

“Well, it’s good to see you again,’’ was Mr. Roper’s greeting. 
“Where have you been all the time?” 

That was not so good because it developed that Mr. Roper had 
never seen the reporter before in his life. However, Mr. Roper, 
unabashed, went on to say:

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Congressmen of Both Par- 
ties Sorely Beset by Job 
Hunters as Election Nears 


BY DAVID LAWRENCE. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 1.—Many 
are the tales of woe being wafted 
back here from congressional districts. 
It would seem that candidates for 
congress, be they democrats or repub- 
licans, are finding most serious the 
problem of getting jobs for their con- 
stituents or promising them jobs. 

One democrat who is a candidate 
for re-election to congress, and who 
has voted all along for the New Deal, 
exclaimed the other day that he wished 
somehow the president or Postmaster- 
General Farley or somebody high up 
in the administration would take full 
and complete responsibility for dis- 
tributing patronage and announce si- 
multaneously that a congressman has 
nothing to say about it. 

Recommendations Ignored. 

As matters stand today, the self- 
same congressman was importuned by 
everybody who wanted a job—since it 
was assumed the democratic congress- 
man would have something to say 
about appointments—and then the 
jobs were distributed to people other 
than those he recommended. 

Just what groups the administra- 
tion listens to is hard to discover, 
even for a congressman. This is not 
saying that some congressmen do not 
get their men appointed. Obviously 
the number disappointed in.each dis- 
trict must exceed the successful ap- 
plicants. In the end the congressman 
must find someone to blame, so he 
takes his indignation out on Mr. Far- 
ley, whereupon the average voter asks 
the embarrassing question—what’s the 
use of voting for a:democrat, anyhow, 
if he hasn’t any influence with his 
own administration? 

Would Like Cut. 

If there were some way to bring it 
about without the boomerang that it 
would be in a particular campaign, 
most members of congress would prob- 
ably like to see a self-denying ordi- 
nance passed which would prohibit 
them from recommending anybody for 
ublie office. There are other mem- 
ers, however, who regard every ap- 
pointee they get as a potential member 
of their re-election organization. Such 
appointees contribute their time and 
often their money to help the hand 
that fed them the job. 

It is true there are all sorts of 
regulations about political activity be- 
ing banned in public offices, but there's 
no law against any public official 
electioneering at night or helping to 
solicit funds outside of office hours 
and outside of public buildings. 

The democrats in congress have done 
lots,of favors for people back home in 
the last year or so. The correspond- 
ence has been particularly heavy as a 
consequence of the NRA _ codes, so 
there is a bigger list than usual of 
those who might feel obligated to the 
incumbent congressmen. 

Resentment. 

To offset this is the widespread 
resentment on the part of storekeepers 
and small businesses against the New 
Deal legislation which has increased 
their expense without increasing their 
profits. The amount of anti-adminis- 
iration conversation in which these 
storekeepers indulge is not altogether 
comforting to some of the congressmen 
up for re-election. At least that is 
what some of them are finding out 
even in these July weeks when the 
campaign for congress is still young. 

Mr. Roosevelt is expected to inter- 
ject some cheerfulness into this situa- 
tion by a radio speech or two designed 
to help democratic congressmen, but 
this does not aid the candidates in the 
_—— where a number of incum- 
ents have already fallen by the way- 
side because they couldn’t take care 
of the job-seekers or rather because 
they couldn't explain satisfactorily 
the continued unemployment of large 
numbers of voters in their respective 
districts.

Before taking a much-needed rest 
the two men described their 125-mile 
flight as uneventful. They said that 
clouds and fog enveloped themamost of 
the night and Wednesday mor®ing and 
that they were unable to see the 
ground during a large part of the 
flight. 

At 7 o’clock Wednesday morning 
the two men were 17 miles from At- 
lanta and stayed becalmed until a few 
minutes before they landed at Bolton, 
Lieutenant Lange said. They sought 
winds at 2,000 feet which would hare 
blown them to the north, but had cast 
over all their ballast and could not 
shift the balloon to new levels and 
more favorable air currents. 

“We saw we were likely to land in 
the Chattahoochee river,’ said Lieu- 
tefiant Lange, “so we dumped what 
ballast we had left to escape a wet- 
ting. But we swerved toward some 
high-tension electric wires and Smith 
had to rip the bag and come down 
fast. The landing was normal.” 

The balloon and its basket tore down 
a wide area of corn in the field where 
it landed. The bag and the equip- 
ment will be sent back to Akron, 
Ohio, by officials of the Goodyear 
Company here. 

Both men are pilots employed by 
the Goodyear Company, Smith being 
in charge of the field at New York 
and. Lange at Akron. They plan te 
leave the city today, possibly by plane. 

When asked if they regretted the 
circumstances which apparently have 
forced them out of the race, both men 
asserted that they would not believe 
themselves definitely out of it until 
all ballons had landed. “It’s distance 
that counts,” Lange said. ‘“‘The others 
may run into adverse winds and be 
blown back practically to their start- 
ing point. Who knows? It has hap- 
pened.” 

At noon a mail carrier near Carters- 
ville reported sighting a balloon, but 
the bag was too high to distinguish 
its markings. As the two army bags 
and the Buffalo entry were seen here 
about that time it is thought it may 
have been the navy’s balloon. 

At 4:20 o'clock Wednesday after- 
noon, W. S. Webb, a farmer living 
near Candler, Ga., reported that he 
sighted an unidentified balloon at ap- 
proximately 3,000 feet, headed south. 

Two of the balloons which passed 
over Atlanta were sighted Wednesday 
afternoon over Tucker, Lithonia and 
Lawrenceville. They were seen about 
five minutes apart. 

Delayed in Reporting. 

The pilots of the army No. 2 bal- 
loon and the Courier-Express entry 
said they were delayed in reaching a 
telephone and it was several hours be- 
fore their landings were reported. 
They remained to supervise packing 
the bags for shipment to their home 
bases and started by motor for At- 
lanta to rest before returning home. 
The grounded balloons apparently 
were out of the race as the army No. 
1 entry, piloted by Captain William 
J. Flood, with Lieutenant R. R, Gil- 
lespie and the navy bag, piloted by 
Lieutenant Charles H. Kendall with 
Lieutenant H. T. Orville as aide, were 
still believed in the air. 

Early last night two balloons were 
réported sighted over Candler and 
Talmo, Ga., several miles further from 
Birmingham, the starting point, than 
the three bags which landed.

Lieutenant McCormick said weather 
conditions were unfavorable for the 
flight and that the mild winds kept 
the army No. 2 bag from getting go- 
ing. 

“Cloud conditions also were bad,” 
he said. “We had to go through 
thick and thin clouds and when you're 
manning a balloon under such condi- 
tions its hard work to keep aloft. 

“Of course, the changing conditions 
made it necessary for us to use our 
ballast and along toward the end of 
the flight the gas was diminishing 
rapidly. When your gas and ballast 
is gone, there is nothing to do but 
come down.”

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Nancy tried some raffia embroidery 
during the hot days. She fonnd that 
the strands did not sling to her hands 
nor get soiled as easiiy as ordinary 
embroidery cotton or wool. She quite 
enjoyed the sleek look of the raffia 
embroidery, too, and finished a sewing 
bag in a short time. 

By sending for the direction leaflet 
as suggested at the end of this col- 
umn you will get the dimensions and 
the pattern for the star-that is work- 
ed into the plain colored raffia back- 
ground of this semi-oval sewing bag. 


Nancy purchased some wide mesh 
canvas. She chose that which has 11 
meshes to the inch, She used a blunt 
tapestry needle No. 18, and while she 
was about it she brought some ma- 
terial for lining the bag. She chose 
sateen in a soft shade. 

Nancy used both 
raffia and deep green. She found the 


natural color 


} natural color raffia was stiff, so she 


soaked it in cold water for a number 
of hours. The green colored was soft 
but badly twisted. Before she used a 
strand she pulled it through a damp 
cloth. This softened the material 
somewhat 
out. Nancy was careful in embroider- 
ing with it to see that the strands laid 
flat and smooth as she drew them 
through the meshes of the canvas. 

She drew her design on the canvas 
after she had outlined the finished 
shape of the bag. Then she cut the 
eanvas, being careful to use selvage 
for the top of the bag. One inch was 
allowed for seaming. 

She worked the raffia in stitches 
of one inch depth. She wae careful to 
bring the needle through the canvas 
in a hole directly under the one she 
had used in bringing the raffia up to 
the surface. The next row was worked 
in the row of holes directly next to 
the ones used in the first row. In this 
way she avoided having the same hole 
pulled too Jarge by the passage of the 
raffia. In making the handle she 
took enough of raffia to make a 
foundation one quarter inch thick. 
She wregees these with one strand of 
raffia and then taking another strand 
she buttonholed over the quarter-inch 
rope until she had a neat buttonholed 
length that was later attached for a 
handle.

as I have pointed out before, one must 


very often risk losing a game . an 
attempt to squeeze ont an extra tricx 
or two. Sometimes the effort to stcal 
an extra trick is just an cut and out 
gamble in which the declarer is play- 
ing for a top or a bottom. However, 
there are many times when the de- 
clarer must realize that it is prac- 
tically compulsory for him to gamble 
for overtricks because he has infinite- 
ly more to gain than to lose.

to make at this point—either in 
rubber bridge or in match-point 
duplicate. He has no way of tell- 
ing for an absolute certainty 
whether four hearts is a safer 
game declaration than three no- 
triimp. Actually, in rubber bridge, 
possession of the doubleton spade 
and four trumps should make the 
hand play one trick better at 
hearts. In addition, a four-heart 
contract, assuming everything goes 
wrong, cannot be as severely pe- 


nalized as three no-trump. Howe 


ever, in duplicate the decision is 
closer. North finally decides to 
pass to his partner’s three-no- 
trump bid in the hope that because 
of his balanced distribution the 
hand was very likely to produce 
an equal number of tricks at no- 
trump or hearts and accordingly a 
better match-point score would be 
the result. 
West opened his fourth-best spade, 
and South immediately saw that his 


_partner had made a bad decision. Aft- 


er East won the first trick with the 
ace of spades, South realized that as- 
suming there was no bad division in 
trumps, five or six-odd was an abso- 
lute laydown at hearts, depending, of 
course, upon the diamond finesse, 
South further saw, again assuming the 
heart suit broke, that nine tricks were 
absolutely certain at no-trump an 
that 12 could be won if. the diamond 
finesse was right. South’s reasoning 
went a little further. He realized 
that if he took his nine top tricks 
and ran, he would lose on the board 
(whether or not the diamond finesse 
worked) to every team that played 
the hand at four hearts and also to 
every team which played three no- 
trump and did not get a spade open- 
ing, for with a club opening, which is 
quite possible from the West hand, 
four or five no-trump is an absolute 
laydown. Asa result of all these ob- 
servations, South decided that he must 
gamble for the maximum number of 
tricks, even though in so playing he 
might not fulfill his contract. He 
knew that three no-trump bid and six 
must be made at least a tie for top- 
score on the board, and he further 
knew that three or even four no- 
trump made, with three bid, could not 
get him more than a few match-points. 
Having arrived at a very bad con- 
tract, South realized that his side, by 
playing the hand normally, must get 
a bad score, and that therefore in 
gambling for the maximum he had 
practically nothing to lose (as all had 
already been lost on the bidding) and 
a great deal to gain. 

South did not even make the cus- 
tomary hold-up on East's spade re- 
turn as he realized that he might as 
well play for six rather than adopt 
some futile compromise play. Actual- 
ly, the diamond finesse worked, and 
South was able to take 12 tricks and 
tie for top on the board. I do not 
say that South deserved this top-score, 
as when a team arrives at a bad con- 
tract it should not get a maximum 
result. However, the South player 
does deserve credit for correctly sizing 
up the situation and taking the neces- 
sary gamble.

Pronounced strength of foreign 
grain» markets. which have been grai- 
ually edging upward more than prices 
here, receivel special attention today 
among wheat traders, but it was not 
until business neared an end that be- 
yond question wheat took leadership 
away from corn. As a matter of fact, 
considerable of the late buying of 
wheat was done against simultaneous 
equal selling of corn. Earlier, the corn 
market much of the time displayed 
more strength than wheat did. 

Prospects were that tomorrow's un-

Rails advancing smartly despite in- 
dications that car loadings were de- 
creasing. 

Steels going forward despite Iron 
Age's rather disconcerting view of the 
current business problem. 

Farm equipment shares jumping 
a the fact the drouth has seri- 
ously impaired the earning power of 
the farmers, 


INFLATION SPIRIT. 


Indicative of the inflation spirit was 
the strength in silver and gold mining 
shares in tuday’s market. ‘There was 
nothing new to bring encouragement 
to these issues, save the hope for in- 
lation, but they jumped as much as 4 
points in the case of U. 8S. Smelting. 
Volume on today’s gain—which gen- 
erally was 1 to 4 points—continued 
light and held just above three quart- 
ers of a million shares, 


Currently the problem has ceased 
to be a guessing contest in Wall 
Street. The traders are clinging to the 
side lines, taking no position one way 
or the other, until either business 
shows a definite trend or the govern- 
ment’s next step becomes known, 

Various situations confrouting the 
traders tonight ineluded: 


Mixed views on the foreign situa- 
tion, President Von Hindenburgz’s ill- 
ness with possibility of Adolf Hitler 
assuming the presidency of that na- 
tion meets with considerable specula- 
tion, There is tenseness in several 
other nations. Yet some brokers from 
abroad express the view that possibil- 
ity of grave disturbances in Europe 
are remote at the moment. 

LABOR DIFFICULTIES. 

Labor difficulties still are far from 
pleasing. The Minneapolis situation, 
the Chicago stock yards situation, pos- 
sibility of a strike of construction 
workers in New York city and various 
other minor disagreements is disturb- 
ide to husiness generally. 

Excellent dividend action by several 
companies, with U. S. Steel’s earnings 
report even better than Wall Street 
had expected, has _ brought a little 
cheer in the trading circles. 

Continued excellence of the com- 
modity markets—the United Press in- 
dex of 30 cash commodities hitting 
another 1934 high today—brings some 
cheer. Brokers say that commodity 
trading continues to hold precedence 
over stock trading with the public 
very much interested as wheat, corn 
and cotton keep climbing on adverse 
reports concerning the crop which has 
been burned ont by the drouth, 

Firming in the speculative bond di- 
vision, which in some degree can be 
traced to stock firmness, gives a little 
more favorable outlook on investment 
possibilities.

BATRACHIA. NO, AMPHIBIA! 

Back in the early days of zoology, 
the name Batrachia was applied to 
those animals that were not mammai, 


bird, nor fish. As a matter of fart, 
when Holbrook wrote his list of Geor- 
gia species for White's “Statistics of 
Georgia,” the group name lKeptilia was 
applied to the classes we know as 
Amphibia and Reptilia, and that was 
less than a hundred years ago. From 
this you can see that the separation 
of the amphibians from the reptiles, 
now understood by every beginner in 
zoology. puzzled the savants for a 
long while. They changed from ove 
to the other seemingly in doubt as to 
which should be which. 

We will not take up the means of 
Separating the amphibians from the 
reptiles until we have finished with 
the amphibians completely. All we 
will do now is to decide what an 
amphibian is. The name indicates, as 
we have said before, an adaptation to 
both lives, namely, in the .water and 
on the land. The fact of the matter 
is that this group is mainly terres 
trial in the adult age, but in almost 
every case the animals return to the 
water for breeding. Some of them 
to be sure, never leave the water; 
such as these are called permanent 
larvae, Others never go to the water 
to breed, such as our common slimy 
salamander (Plethodon§ glutinosus). 
Still, we know that they are entitled 


to grouping with the other amphib- 
ians by the undeniable evidence of 
their skeletal systems. 

The eggs of amphibians may he said 
to be protected by a gelatinous cov- 
ering as well as the usual membranes, 
the homologies of which we cannot 
discuss here. There is a dark part 
and a light part to each egg (that is, 
in those species that lay pigmented 
eggs: some of them do not) known re- 
spectively as the animal pole and the 
vegital pole. This last consists of 
yolk for the nourishment of the em- 
bryo until it can take the food it needs 
for its growth in later life. The 
division and growth of the amphibian 
egg is typical, but here again, space 
forbids details, 

When the young hatch, they are 
equipped with external gills (salaman. 
ders and very young tadpoles of 
frogs) or with internal gills (more 
mature tadpoles). These gills are re- 
tained until the transformation of the 
larvae into the adult form, or as in 
the case of the permanent larvae. 
throughout life. We will discuss one 
of these permanent larvae tomorrow. 

There are three groups of amphib- 
ians, two of which are found in Ceor- 
gia. These are the salamanders and 
the frogs. The. remaining group, the 
coecelians, are a tropical group, de- 


generate, and show little kinship with 
the two main divisions we are going 
to discuss in this series of items for 
the next few days.

The same idea may have been be- 
hind the custom in ancient Greece of 
painting eyes at the front, or prow, 
of many of their ships. The eyes 
were of goodly size. Though of no 
elp in “seeing,” they were probably 
a comfort to the sailors on dark 
nights. In the course of time, the 
eyes were left off; but holes were 
cut in the same places, well above the 
water line, and anchor ropes were 
passed through them. 

Sailors of Athens placed statues of 
Athena on board their vessels. They | 
hoped that the goddess would guard 
them from danger, perhaps by telling! 
Poseidon, god of the sea, to spare | 
them from storms. | 
Greece is a land of many bays and) 
harbors, and in ancient times there | 
were thousands of Greeks who learned 
the art of sailing. Part of their learn- 
ing came from Phoenicia, part from 
Egypt. Like the Phoenicians, they | 
made long voyages, and Greek sailors | 


Ancient folk, as we have seen, found | 
the way for more men to row & boat 


of given length by placing rowers at 
different levels. Holes were cut in 
the sides of ships for the oars to pass 
through. Men sat on beams or benches 
inside, and—in the case of Greece, 
at least—rowed to the tune of piping 
music, 

The Greeks liked the idea of hav- 
ing different levels of rowers. 
built ships which were fitted to have 


three, four, five, or even more, rows 
or “banks” of oars. 


The lowermost oars appear to have 
been about seven feet long, those next 


above 10 feet. the third row 13 feet, 


pa fourth 16 feet and the fifth 19 
eet. 

An oar 19 feet long would not have 
been easy to handle if it had not been 
for “weighting.” Lead or iron was 
placed at the upper end of each extra- 
long oar, near the handle, and this 
gave balance to it. 

It is figured that about 300 men 
were needed to row Greek ships with 
five banks of oars. In addition there 
were probab! 

On windy days, the 
sails might give full speed ahead; but
